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AuSable Trout Rules 
Fuel More Discussion 


The debate over fishing regulations for 
the “Holy Water” on the mainstream 
AuSable continued at three meetings in the 
last two weeks, and it is expected to surface 
again at the DNR Commission meeting 
Thursday, July 11, and Friday, July 12, in 
Gaylord. 

Mike Wieland, Vice-President of the 
AuSable River System Property Owners 
Association, and Rusty Gates, of Gates 
Lodge on the mainstream, are scheduled to 
appear before the Commission during the 
open public session beginning at 1:30 p.m. 
Thursday. 

Anyone may show up at the meeting to 
talk before the Commission during the open 
public portions of the agenda Thursday af- 
ternoon and Friday morning. The Commis- 
sion requests anyone wishing to speak to 
have 15 copies of their presentation. 

The subject of regulations on the AuSable 
was part of a three-point proposal presented 
to the state council of Trout Unlimited by 
the local George Mason chapter. 

The following three-point proposal was 
put together at a special meeting of the local 
chapter June 26: 

1) The local chapter proposed nothing be 
done with no-kill regulations on any stream 
in Michigan until all the data had been com- 
piled from the five-year study on the South 
Branch. 

2) The chapter recommended the DNR 
identify all trout streams county by county 
and classify them by priority to establish a 
blue-ribbon approach to management. 

3) The chapter recommended regulations 
on the AuSable ‘‘Holy Water’’ go back to a 
previous rule of 10-inch size limits for 
browns and rainbows and 8-inch size for 
brooks with a limit of five a day. 

The state council at their meeting in the 
McMullin Center in Higgins Lake June 29 
didn’t have time to act on the local chapter’s 


proposal, but in other action did deal with 
many of the same issues. The state TU 
council sent the issue of regulations on the 
AuSable to the fisheries committee, which 
will have at least two representatives from 
the George Mason Chapter. 

The state chapter also asked the fisheries 
committee to develop a comprehensive plan 
for blue-ribbon fisheries in the state to im- 
prove fishing, promote stream restoration, 
and protect thern from lake fish runs. 

The no-kill issue also came up at the an- 
nual meeting of the AuSable River System 
Property Owners Association last Satur- 
day, July 6. The guest speaker was Gaylord 
Alexander, a top research fish biologist 
working: for the DNR at Hunt Creek 
Fisheries Research Station near Lewiston. 
Prior to Alexander’s presentation, the 
property owners voted 53-14 in a mail tally 
opposing any proposed no-kill regulations 
for the river. The ballot was mailed to 
property owners in June and the tally was 
announced at the meeting. 

No-kill was also expected to be the 
main topic at a meeting of local river guides 
Tuesday night at the Legion.

Local Weaver Turns 86,

Iola Broadbent celebrated her 86th birth- 
day last Saturday, July 6th, doing some- 
thing she has enjoyed for the last 35 years — 
weaving rugs on her own loom. 

“T became fascinated with looms when I 
was a little kid and I used to watch a 
Swedish neighbor weave,” Broadbent said. 

Although she has always been skillful with 
her hands -- at age five she began sewing 
her own doll clothes and by age seven she 
learned to knit — Broadbent started 
weaving later in life at 51 when her children 
were grown. 

‘“Farl (her husband) wanted a canoe so I 
told him it was all right to get one if I could 
get a loom,” she said. 

She ordered a large loom from Massa- 
chusetts and taught herself how to weave 
old-fashioned rag rugs. 


“The book that came with the loom had a 
little bit of information in it, but most of the 
problems I figured out myself,” she said as 
she demonstrated her own method of put- 
ting a nice edge onarug. 

Broadbent soon started weaving rugs to 
sell and for a while was making as many as 
four in one day. She still sells rugs and 
always tries to have extras on hand because 
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Her Craft 


demand for her rugs keeps growing. She 
said the materials for the coiorful rugs cost 
about $3 and she sells them for $7.50. 

“JT still like doing it. It’s getting so my 
strength doesn’t let me do as much, but so 
what. I pace myself, work for a while and 
then go rest. It’s good therapy. Each rug 
takes at least 100 good pulls (drawing the 
threads tight on the loom). I can't sit all day, 
I'd go crazy. I have to be busy all the time.” 

Iola still weaves year-round on her loom, 
which she moved recently to the garage. 
One of the toughest tasks in her weaving is 
placing new rolls of 350 threads on the loom. 

‘“Yhat takes two days and if you forget one 
thread, it’s impossible to correct.” 

Broadbent said she has only taught two 
women the craft in 35 years. 

‘‘A lot of people say they’re interested and 
then they come to watch and say no 
thanks,” 

Broadbent, a native of Paw Paw, moved 
to Gaylord when she was young and came to 
wayling in 1931. Her husband, Earl Broad- 
bent, passed away in 1978, and their oldest 
daughter, Margery Widrig, recently died at 
age 62, Their daughter Elaine Bobenmoyer 
is a Grayling resident and their other daugh- 
ter Dora Lou Southern lives in Virginia 
Beach, Virginia.

Armed Robber Hits 
Mini-Mall Braneh 


A man pointing a single barrel 
sawed-off shotgun robbed the 
Grayling State Bank mini-mall 
branch Monday about 2:28 p.m. 

Grayling City Police said a 
white male walked in the front 
door of the mini-mall bank, 
announced it was a robbery, and 
demanded money. 

There were four employees in 
the bank at the time and no cus- 
tomers. City Police said the man 
took an undetermined amount of 
money. 

The armed robber was des- 
cribed as 5’6”’ to 5’8”’ weighing 170 
to 175 pounds with medium to 


heavy build. He was wearing a 
gray ski mask with black stripes 
during the robbery with a dark 


_ jacket and blue jeans. 


He spoke with a southern accent 
and witnesses guessed his age to 
be 30’s to early 50’s. 

The direction the man fled and 
his method of travel is uncertain 
City Police said Tuesday. They 
are investigating less than a 
dozen possible suspects seen 
leaving the area around that time.

Fligh Winds Murry 
Fireworks Display

A storm with 80 mile per hour winds 
hurried the annual Grayling Fourth of July 
fireworks show last Thursday night at Camp 
Grayling along Lake Margrethe. 

Although the storm did not hit the Gray- 
ling area during the fireworks display, pro- 
fessional pyro-technicians shot all the fire- 
works off in less than 20 minutes. 

Howard Taylor, Crawford County Civil 
Defense director, was notified by the Craw- 
ford County Sheriff Department Thursday 
evening that a big storm was on the way. 

Taylor said he immediately contacted the 
national weather service in Houghton Lake 
and began monitoring the storm through 
them while the storm was still out on the 
lake. ; 


‘They could tell then there were 80 miles 
an hour gusts in the storm, but you never 
know what the storm will do when it hits 
land,” Taylor said. ‘‘The storms usually die 
out, but this one didn’t. There were three 
confirmed sightings of tornadoes in 
Leelanau, Benzie County, and near 
Traverse City.” 

Taylor told Gerry St. Germain, president 
of the Grayling Booster Club, about the 
storm and St. Germain asked the pro- 
fessionals shooting the fireworks to go fast. 
The professionals had earlier asked St. Ger- 


rain how long of a show the Booster Club 
wanted — indicating with the amount of fire- 
works on hand they could put on a show last- 
ing anywhere from 15 minutes to one hour. 

Although the Grayling Booster Club 
brought more fireworks this year than in 
previous years, it was a shorter show 
because the storm hurried the show. 

Taylor said his prime concern was for 
more than 200 boats out on Lake Margrethe. 
He had sheriff marine deputies tell as many 
boaters as possible about the storm and 
warn them to get off the lake right after the 
fireworks show. 

The fireworks were started at 10 p.m. and 
lasted about 18 minutes. High winds did 
briefly hit the lake near 11 p.m. but most of 
the boats were off the lake by then. 

The storm passed quickly over the lake 
between 11 p.m. and 11:30 p.m. and Taylor 
said another storm moved into Grayling a 
few hours later. 

The Grayling Booster Club had queries 
from boaters following the show concerning 
donations. Vehicles driving through Camp 
Grayling to watch the show were asked for 
donations, but boaters didn’t have a chance 
to contribute. Anyone who wishes to donate 
toward the $5,000 fireworks show can send 
contributions to the Grayling Booster Club 
at P.O. Box 279 Grayling, .49738, or give 
them to Gerry St. Germain. 


Outboard Motor Ban Nears 
Final Step for K.P. Lake 


A regulation to ban outboard motors on 
K.P. Lake has reached the final stages and 
is likely to be in effect by this fall. 

The regulation will ban all motors except 
electric ones on boats used on the 98-acre 
lake in Lovells Township. 


Eric Olsen, of the DNR Law Enforcement 
Division, said the DNR Commission has ap- 
proved the regulation for K.P. Lake. The 

‘regulation now goes to the Governor for ap- 
proval and then to the Lovells Township 
Board. The Lovells board will need to ap- 
prove an identicai ordinance, Olsen said. 

He said the new regulation should take ef- 
fect by late summer or fall. 


The regulation was prompted by action 
frorn the K.P. Lake Association. Bob Hart- 
wig, president of the association, said most 
K.P. Lake residents enjoy the quiet area, 
and although there are no problems right 
now, they were afraid of trouble in the 
future. Hartwig credited Rama and Phyl 
Stimpson, of K.P, Lake, for performing 
most of the footwork connected with the 
regulation. . 

Olsen said there are 100 or so lakes in 
Michigan with no motor regulations (elec- 
tric motors are allowed), Most of the lakes 
are less than 70 acres and local people want- 
ed the controis, he said. Olsen stressed the 
decision for no motors is made locally.

The following para- 
graph from page 199 of 
Blumenfeld’s book gives us 
the kinds of thinking and ac- 
tivity Blumenfeld has docu- 
mented and exposed in 
detail. “All in all, the NEA is 
everything the communists 
believe a labor union in 
America should be: it is 
creating working-class con- 
sciousness among its mem- 
bers; it is forming coalitions 
with other unions to exert 
maximum pressure on can- 
didates and legislators; it 
backs Marxist revolution in 
Central America; it never 
criticizes the Soviet Union; 
no form of anticommunism 
can be found in its publica- 
tions; it, wages incessant 
warfare against conserva- 
tives, fundamentalist Chris- 
tians and organizations of 
the New Right; it is working 
to bring all teachers and all 
private schools under 
government contro] through 
certification and accredita- 
tion laws; it hates capitalism 
and loves socialism; it is un- 
compromisingly atheistic in 
its adherance to evolution, 
behavioral psychology, and 
humanist moral values; it 
advocates sex education for 
children, abortion on 
demand, and passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment; 
it advocates gun control in 
violation of the Second 
Amendment; it wants a 
nuclear freeze and disarm- 
ament. In short, for all prac- 
tical purposes, the NEA 
might as well be the socialist 
party of America.”

MICHIGAN IS supposed to have an elec- 
tion every two years, with the intervening 
year a so-called ‘“‘off year.” 

Presidential elections are each four 
years; the last one was in 1984, the next one 
will be 1988. Governors are elected in the 
two interim years; the last one was 1982, the 
next one will be 1986. 

With those figures in mind, 1985 is sup- 
posed to be a politically quiet year. 

But that’s not the way it’s worked out. It 
seems that there’s an election of some sort 
going on every week or so, and the contro) of 
the legislature — or at least the state Senate 

_~— hangs on the balance in each of these fre- 
quent elections. 

Mlogical as it may sound, and opposed to 
the overall plan as iit may be, that’s exactly 
what’s been happening. 

PART OF THE PROBLEM is Michigan’s 
election laws. Maybe someone should take a 
look at thern. 

The Grand Rapids area provides one 
example of the problem. 

In the 1984 election, State Sen. Paul Henry 

was a candidate for Congress. He won. 
Therefore, he had to resign frorn the state 
Senate. That meant a special election. 
_ So both parties nominated candidates. An 
open district, with no incumbent, provides 
an unusual opportunity for someone who is 
politically ambitious to be elected; that sort 
of chance doesn’t come along every day, so 
interest was keen in the senatorial primary. 

Two of the candidates were members of 
the state House of Representatives. 
Generally speaking, most House members 
would rather be in the Senate. The pay is the 
same, and the hours are similar; but the 
prestige is a bit higher in the Senate, and 
you only have to run for re-election every 
four years instead of every two years. So 
with an opening in the state Senate, natural 
candidates are House members. 

STATE REP.’‘Vernon Ehlers won the 
Republican primary, and eventually won 
the election, and is now Sen. Ehlers. Control 
of the state Senate is Republican by a single 
vote; that ineans Ehlers had to win to keep 
the GOP in charge. The race was strongly 
contested, but the Republicans prevailed, 
and kept the Senate. 

However, Ehlers had to resign his House 


A Michigan Consolidated Gas company 
request for a 15 percent rate increase was 
unanimously rejected by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission. It was the first 
time since 1977 that the body has totally 
denied a utility’s rate hike request. 

The commission said the extra $62.3 
million in rates were not needed in light of 
the company's earnings level over the past 
12 months. 

The company has been earning 17-18 per- 
cent in that time, PSC spokesman Robert 
Nelson said, compared to an authorized rate 
of return of 14.82 percent, with stockholders 
benefitting from the extra earnings.

seat to move across the Capitol rotunda to 
the Senate. Result: another special election, 
with special primaries, and lots of candi- 
dates who wanted to get started in state 
politics. 

A local attorney named Richard Bandstra 
finally won that race. It’s fortunate for the 
voters that he was not in local office, or else 
yet another special election may have been 
necessary. Had Bandstra been a county 
commissioner, for example, he would resign 
that job, calling for a special election. The 
election ripples could go on and on and on — 
and unfortunately in some cases they do. 

Anyway, Grand Rapids voters have been 
trooping to the polls every few weeks for 
almost a year now. That’s not the way it was 
supposed to work. 

A SIMILAR SITUATION almost 
developed in the Kalamazoo area where 
State Sen. Bob Welborn recently died. That 
means a special election is necessary to fill 
the vacancy and a special primary to pick 
the candidates for the special election. 
Again, control of the Senate is at stake. 

One of the leading potential candidates 
was State Rep. Bob Bender of Ionia, who 
finally decided against running. But if Ben- 
der had run, and had won the election, 
another special primary and special elec- 
tion would have been necessary in the Ionia- 
Barry area to pick his successor. Fortu- 
nately for the vote-weary electorate, none of 
the four candidates to fill the Welborn 
vacancy presently holds elective office, but 
the potential for the election ripple effect 
was highly possible. 

SPECIAL ELECTIONS are not only con- 
fusing and diverting, they’re expensive too. 
Ask the local clerks who have to handle, and 
pay for, the special election. 

One solution would be appointments to fill 
state Senate or state House, or county com- 
missioner vacancies. 

Another possibility — and one which bears 
close study — would be to prohibit anyone 
elected to office from resigning to take 
another elected job during the term for 
which the officer is first elected. 

That’s only keeping faith with the people 
who did the electing in the first place. 

And it might help straighten out the prob- 
lem of compounded:special elections.

A state general assistance program 
matching welfare clients with federal social 
security wage reports has identified $16.7 


million in possible fraud, the Department of - 


Social Services has reported. 

The department, in its second quarterly 
report on steps taken to reduce error and 
fraud, also reported an intensive review of 
ali 141,331 GA cases has resulted in savings 
of $1.3 million per month. 

The department, which said the wage 
match project is the most cost effective 
fraud reduction effort conducted to date, 
said 77 percent of the cases with apparent 
unreported income were referred from 
prosecution because of the likelihood of 
fraud. 

Of 1,547 cases suspected of fraud, the of- 
fice of inspector general has authorized 
fraud warrants against 592 recipients, with 
reviews continuing on the remaining cases. 
The average alleged fraud per case exceeds 
$10,000 the department said. 

Convictions have been obtained in 26 in- 
stances, with no case yet dismissed. 

The wage match project has completed 


investigation of 2,003 of the 6,019 cases 


where computer tapes identified apparent 
unreported income.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber

Many people visit the park 
to see the Tall Timber, in 
fact, in the course of a year, 
a quarter of a million 
visitors come from all over 
the world. On guided hikes 
I’ve waited for interpreters 
to tell foreign visitors what 
had been said. Some people 
come to look for birds in 
general and a few for only 
one special bird. I’ve direct- 
ed and guided taxonomists 
into areas within the park 
where we have some rare 
flowers. Again they were in- 
terested in only one flower 
which could be found in only 
one type of habitat at one 
definite time of the year. 

Recently we had a camper 
who was looking for one 
species of moth. This type of 
moth feeds exclusively on 
pine and according to his in- 
formation should be found in 
late June and early July. The 
moth he described is large, 
heing three to four inches 
across, It is nearly a bright 
yellow with pink on purple 
Spots. It seems that there are 
only seventy subspecies 
around the United States, 
and he and his wife are 
writing a book and 
photographing the life cycle 
of these particular moths. If 
by chance you see a large 
Basilona Imperialis, let me 
know, as I’m sure he would 
be most interested.

Resource 
Review

In response to serious 
degradation of water quality 
and reiparian rights, the 
state legislature passed the 
Inland Lakes and Streams 
Act (Act 346) in 1972. 

Many waterways in the 
State were being dredged, 
filled, channelized and other- 
wise manipulated in a helter 
skelter, unregulated man- 
ner, This resulted in an 
amalgam of breakwalls, 
bulkheads, seawalls, dit- 
ches, docks, etec., which 
threatened property values, 
aesthetic values and the 
quality of the resource. 

In an effort to regulate this 
problem, the Iniand Lakes 
and Streams Act sets stan- 
dards and procedures for 
undertaking such projects. 
Section 3 (MCLA 281.953) is 
the heart of the Act in this 
regard, This section requires 
a permit whenever anyone 
wishes to do the following 
below the ordinary high 
water mark: dredge; fill; 
construct; enlarge, remove 
or place a structure; erect, 
maintain or operate a 
marina; create, enlarge or 
diminish an inland lake or 
stream; structurally inter- 
fere with natural water flow; 
or any work on an artificial 
canal, ditch, pond, etc. to 
connect with existing lake or 
stream, or within 500 feet of 
an existing lake or stream. 

Some projects are specifi- 
cally exempted, such as: 
non-commercial seasonal 
structures which do not 
unreasonably interfere with 
use of the water; reasonable 
sanding of beaches; agri- 
cultural and county drains 
and other projects. 

Permit applications are 
available at DNR offices or 
local Conservation Officers. 
If you are contemplating a 
project in or near the water 
and have a question as to 
whether a _ permit is 
required, please call to be 
sure.

What saddens me is 
to see the chairman — elect 
of the Michigan Council of 
Trout Unlimited use the 
same kind of elitist rhetoric 
against fellow fishermen 
that his organization has 
struggled for years to over- 
come. Fly fishermen who 
support catch-and-release 
aren’t elitist. They just want 
the best fishing possible. 

And it saddens me to see 
him say his own organization 
has been ‘‘embarassed”’ by 
its support of catch-and- 
release experiments. No TU 
leader I know has expressed 
any embarasstnent; none 
except Bob Andrus. 

Incidentally, I didn’t ‘‘an- 
nounce”’ a petition drive, as 
Bob would have you believe. 
Several of us put together 


just to find out if anyone 
agreed with us about catch- 
and-release. Hundreds did — 
nearly everyone who entered 
the shop.
